•was asked: "Yes or no?" whether or 
inot he received them. The question was 
evaded forawhile, the witness finally ad-

evidence. It was signed "Johan Most," 
and commenced "Dear Spies." 


The postal card was also presented,

bristled with statistics, Mnstratlw. «f 
the burdens borne by the laboring classes. 
"Monopoly," the "capitalistic pwsss," 
"slaves of workingmen," etc., were ex- 
pressions 
often 
repeated. 
Instances 


when the militia and deputy sheriffs had 
used force to quell labor disturbances 
were dwelt upon by the witness, "and, 
he said. "I then asked my audience what 
was to be done about it. 
'Are you going 


to submit tamely to being trampled upon 
like dogs, or will yon take up arms 
against your oppressors and save your- 
selves from hunger and desperation ana 
vonr children from infamy?' Some one 
in the crowd then said: 'We are ready 
to do It now.' I said that now was not 
the time, and went on to further illus- 
trate the need of a revolution." 


The witness went on in tliis strain tor 


some time, and excited the momentary 
Interest of his hearers by remarking; 
i 


said to my audience: 'So-called reform- 
ers assert that drink makes men poor. 
Show me one man who is poor because 
he drinks, and I'll show you twenty who 
drink because Uiey arc poor.' " 


As an Illustration of the indifference of 


the capitalists to the. sufferings of the 
poor, the witness referred to the expres- 
sion of Vamlerbllt: "The public be 
d—d." 
Parsons' speech occupied an 


hour. 
At the conclusion of Ithewas turned

The witness exhibited no little shrewd- 


ness In evading the questions of the 
Slate's Attorney. 
He was excused, and the Court ac^-

1 remember, in the battle of Port Re- 


jmblie -iu tho, three days' fighting 
around Cross Keys, down in the Valley 
of Virginia, in 'tiy, our regiment, W. J 
Jackson's old Thirty-hrst Virginia, was 
onu of three ordered to storm and take 
a battery of uiiie pieces, supported by 
live regiments of infantry and some o; 
thu cook at, most aecuiatu sharpshooters 
we had met. By some mUeamage the 
order came only to our regiment, now 
di'eimatei! by lighting and to reed march 
ing to two luimlred and fourteen meu. 
But we crawled tip through that oat 
field, ruing to shoot, dropping ngainto 
load and advance. And every time we 
rose somo comrades dropped to rise no 
moro. Wo nnared tho crest until we 
could almost look down the black, sul- 
phurous throats of those nine twelve- 
poimders that were beluhmg grope anc 
canister into our very mouths, Five 
times had our colors fallen—one, two 
three, four, livu of our tallest, brave 
fellows, one after another, raised will 
the regimental flag, and fell, shoi 
through thu forehead. 


They had been picked off by the 


shut'p&hnotcra ouo after another, those 
gallant Western Virginia mountaineers 
—ai fast us a color-bearer fell, snatch- 
ing up the Hap and rising with it. The 
lifth had fallen. A sergeant jumpec 
from Company C to raise the standard

Biu.st kill me, for the sake of honor to 
give me the death of a soldier, they 
graciously changed the paper to read, 
"To be shot to death with musketry oi 
the parade ground, etc."
